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During  the  School  Year,  15,249  ROUTINE  MEDICAL 
INSPECTIONS  were  completed  of  all  new  entrants  and  all 
pupils  aged  9 (born  1944),  13  (born  1940),  and  16  years 
(born  1937). 

3,671  children  aged  7 (born  1946)  had  their  hearing  and 
vision  tested,  and  1,340  children  were  also  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officers  before  proceeding  to  the  Camp  Schools  and 
France. 

The.  School  Nurses  paid  1,220  HOME  VISITS  during  the 
year. 

18.3  per  cent,  of  all  children  examined  at  Routine  Inspec- 
tions were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (exclud- 
ing uncleanliness  and  dental  caries). 

362  children  under  school  age  were  also  examined  and 
treatment  prescribed.  The  figures  are  shown  under  the  head- 
ing of  “ Child  Welfare  ” and  “ Under  5 years  ” in  the  various 
Specialists’  Clinic  Tables. 

334  children  attended  the  Educational  Guidance  Clinics. 

581  children  attended  for  Speech  Therapy. 

AUDIOMETRIC  TESTS  were  made  on  4,367  children  born 
in  1945. 

The  details  of  the  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  CLINICS  held  in 
the  various  districts  are  given  in  the  table.;  also  details  of  the 
SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  CLINICS. 

The  ORTHOPAEDIC  and  REMEDIAL  EXERCISES’ 
CLINICS  have  been  working  with  large  numbers  during  the 
year.  The  details  and  figures  are  given  under  these  headings. 

The  TWO  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  for  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children,  two  schools  for  the  DEAF  and  one  for 
the  BLIND,  as  well  as  TWO  OCCUPATIONAL  CENTRES 
for  children  not  suitable  for  the  Special  Schools,  have  all  been 
visited  regularly  by  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer,  and 
periodic  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Specialists. 

The  Staffs  of  these  schools  merit  high  praise  for  the 
valuable  work  and  assistance  they  give  to  their  pupils. 

The  SPECIALISTS’  SERVICES  of  the  REGIONAL 
HOSPITAL  BOARD  are  detailed  in  the  tables  under  their 
respective  headings  of  “Eye,”  “Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,” 
“ Skin,”  and  “ Orthopaedic  ” Clinics. 

The  DENTAL  TREATMENT  of  the  various  age-groups  is 
referred  to  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer,  and  details  are  given 
in  the  Table.

6.  B.  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

There  have  been  no  notable  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
Specialist  Eye  Service  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
children  examined  continues  to  be  high. 

Clinics  have  been  carried  out  as  formerly  at  Paislej*, 
Greenock,  Port-Glasgow,  Johnstone,  Barrhead,  and  Renfrew, 
with  periodic  visits  to  Sight-Saving  Classes  in  order  to  main- 
tain contact  with  children  there. 

Children  with  pathological  eye  conditions  are  brought  to 
the  Eye  Infirmaries  in  Paisley  or  Greenock  thus  preserving 
the  continuity  of  treatment. 

There  are  still  considerable  waiting  lists,  but  not  of  the 
magnitude  of  earlier  years.  New  cases  of  different  age-groups 
continue  to  be  added  to  the  list. 

The  co-operation  of  the  great  majority  of  parents  is 
•appreciated  and  is  of  considerable  value  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Service,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  a child  who  fails  to 
keep  an  appointment  without  previous  notice  is  depriving 
another  child  of  necessary  attention. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  the  School 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.

6.  E.  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 

By  the  appointment  of  three  additional  Dental  Officers 
during  the  year,  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  dental  inspection 
and  treatment  on  a larger  number  of  children  than  had  pre- 
viously been  the  case.  The  6,  8,  10,  11  and  part  of  the  12  years 
age-groups  received  attention.  The  attendance  of  the  children 
at  the  Clinics  was  good. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Iyer,  B.D.S.,  L.D.S.,  D.D.O.,  was  appointed 
Orthodontic  Dental  Officer  and  took  up  duty  in  May.  An 
Orthodontic  Service  was  started  in  June,  and  the  demand  for 
Orthodontic  Treatment  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  parents 
interviewed  by  Mr.  Iyer  in  the  short  time,  at  his  disposal  prior 
to  the  schools  closing  for  the  Summer  Holidays.  X-Ray 
equipment  has  now  been  installed  in  the  Russell  Institute 
and  Brymner  Street  Clinics,  and  this  essential  and  very 
important  branch  of  Child  Dentistry  will  be  in  full  swing  in 
the  next  school  year.  In  this  Service  we  are  working  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  Glasgow  Dental  Hospital. 

A second  Mobile  Unit,  to  provide  a dental  service  for  the 
children  in  the  outlying  schools  in  the  Western  Area  of  the 
County,  is  at  present  being  built  by  Brockhouse  of  Clydebank. 
It  will  be  in  commission  for  the  following  school  session. 

The  Education  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  laid  a duty- 
on  the.  Local  Authority  to  provide  a scheme,  giving  effect  to 
the  Provision  of  Dentures  to  School  Children.  This  scheme 
came  into  being  at  the  beginning  of  March  and  by  the  end  of 
the  session  forty  children  had  dentures  inserted.  Although 
this  Scheme  is  controlled  by  the  Local  Authority,  the  actual 
treatment  is  carried  out  through  contractual  arrangements, 
with  the  General  Dental  Practitioners.

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6.  F.  SKIN  SPECIALIST'S  REPORT. 


The  work  at  the  Clinic  in  Paisley  and  Greenock  has  shown 
little  change  from  the  previous  session.  A slight  fall  off  in 
the  number  treated  is  seen.  This  is  probably  explained  by  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  children  attending  for  treatment 
of  warts. 

Warts  still  present  a major  problem.  41  per  cent,  of  new 
cases  attending  the  Brymner  Street  Clinic  did  so  for  advice  on 
removal  of  warts.  The  figure  for  Paisley,  at  10  per  cent.,  was 
very  much  lower.  While  the  local  application  of  formalin 
remains  the  treatment  of  choice  for  the  multiple  warts, 
destruction  by  diathermy  and  electro-cautery  is  being: 
employed  in  suitable  cases  at  Greenock  Royal  Infirmary. 

The  number  of  infants  with  birth  marks  under  treatment 
at  the  Paisley  Clinic  is  still  increasing  and  actually  20  per 
cent,  of  new  cases  attending  this  clinic  did  so  for  advice  on 
treatment  of  birth  marks.  The  figure  for  Greenock,  however, 
was  only  3 per  cent. 

The  ration  of  all  new  cases  to  attendances  was  as  1 to  2.(5. 
This  is  most  satisfactoiy,  indicating  a low  level  of  chronicity. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  most  willing 
co-operation  of  the  Nursing  and  Administrative  Staffs.

SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  CLINIC 
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6.  D.  ORTHOPAEDIC  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

Once  again  the  work  of  this  department  has  increased.  The 
number  of  patients  of  all  kinds  referred  for  treatment  has  gone 
up.  This  includes  not  only  minor  types  of  cases  such  as  flat 
feet,  etc.,  but  also  major  conditions,  chiefly  Poliomyelitis  and 
Cerebral  Palsy  (Spastic).  The  latter  cases,  although  much 
fewer  in  number,  increase  the  work  which  has  to  be  done 
very  much  more  than  the  smaller  cases.  At  present  the  depart- 
ment is  overcrowded  and  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment  is 
thereby  being  seriously  diminished.  Patients  are  having  to 
wait  for  long  periods  before  treatment  can  be  commenced  and 
then  are  having  to  be  given  only  the  minimum  possible. 

It  is  a pity  that  the  efficiency  of  treatment  is  suffering,  and 
it  would  probably  be  better,  if  an  increase  in  staff  cannot  be 
arranged,  to  cut  down  the  numbers  by  turning  patients  away. 
Accommodation  has  been  improved,  but  there  is  obvious  need 
for  another  Physiotherapist.
